CHICAGO, July 20.—S ix hundred million dollars was 
added to the pay envelopes of the nation’s two million 
railroad workers today in the first award handed down 
by the United States Railroad Labor Board. Rejecting 
the demands of the organized railway union for an in­ 
crease totaling approximately one billion dollars, the 
board decided that approximately 60 per cent of that 
sum would be a just increase to meet living conditions. 
The award adds approximately 21 per cent pay 
schedule. 
Railway officials have decided that any pay 
increase awarded the mer) must lje followed by a cor-, 
responding increase in rates and they plan, it is said, to 
file new tariffs with the interstate commerce commis­ 
sion as soon as they can be prepared. 
Whether the award as given will stave off the threat of a gen aval 
railroad strike remains to be seen. 
The union president refused iu make 
any comment before the meeting. 
The terms of the decision' had been 
known to them yesterday, and they believed then their men would stay 
in line, at least until a referendum vote can be taken. Nearly a month 
would be needed for the referendum. 
The board’s decision is .retroactive 
to May 1st, as the maximum increase granted any class was 18 cents an 
.hour, or *36.72 per month. 
The biggest pay check, when the back pav 
settlement is made August 1st, will be $110.16. 
Firemen and helpers 
in the yard sen ice will receive this amount. 
The board provides that 
the back pay check shall be made out separately, so that each man will 
kftown the amount he received from that source.

and at the front more comfortable. 
The resumption of clothing mak­ 
ing, which 
has been discontinued 
since the close of the war, will be; 
undertaken by all Red Cross chap­ 
ters throughout the United States. 
Junior Red Cross members will also 
take 
part, and 
arrangements are 
being perfected by which a ""large 
proportion 
of 
the 
goods will 
be 
made in the city school sewing class­ 
es in the coming fall and winter 
terms. 
Leading 
pattern 
concerns 
have 
prepared special designs 
of 
gar­ 
ments and a complete set of in-; 
structions for their 
use 
in 
the 
schools is reaidy. Between now and 
the time the schools re-open most 
of the production of clothing will 
be done by chapter workers who 
will also handle details of packing 
and shipping.

000,000 last year from pecans alone. 
In many places farmers are recog­ 
nising the value of the nuts which 
they have overlooked in the past, 
Schultz said. They are cultivating 
the trees as carefully as their or­ 
chards. Where found in woods the 
farmers are cutting out other trees 
which tend to crowd them. 
Due to 'the hard freeze in April 
the crop this year will probably be 
a third less than last Schultz es­ 
timates from reports received.

House what he had been in congress, 
a lieutenant of Blaine, whom lie ap­ 
pointed to the secretaryship of state— 
••with the love of a comradeship of 
eighteen years*’—and who became at 
once the power behind the throne. 
The only president to step directly 
from the capitol to the White House, 
he was without executive experience or 
tastes. His whole training had been 
to debate and compromise, not to act 
or decide on his sqje responsibility. 
Garfield himself was rather indiffer­ 
ent to factions, liking to get along with 
all men. 
He appreciated Conk ling's 
reluctant but timely support in tile 
campaign and invited him out to Men­ 
tor In the winter to talk over the New 
York patronage. He thought of Invit­ 
ing him into the cabinet itself, until 
Blaine whispered no. 
Less than three weeks after be toek 
his seat, Garfield told the senator that 
he was not yet ready to consider th* 
question of filling the New York of­ 
fices. Only 48 hours afterward, he fill­ 
ed them, nominating for the highest of 
those offices Blaine's best friend and 
Conkling’s worst enemy in New Torte. 
With Garfield’s hand, Blaine had 
thrown down the gauntlet to the 
haughty chieftain of the “Stalwart” 
clan and a duel of factions was on In 
blind fury. 
The administration suc­ 
ceeded In beating Colliding in the sen­ 
ate, where he opposed the confirma­ 
tion of the offensive nominee. Bot the 
senator and hi* colleague, Thomas G.
